Chicago, Jan. 29.— That the question 
of

facts became a practical certainty dur­ 
ing the day, when the last effort of the 
opposing attorneys to reach an agree­ 
ment by which the matter might be 
expedited, failed. 
The hearing that 
now becomes necessary will Involve 
the taking of a large volume of testi­ 
mony and will last for perhaps three 
weeks. 
Had 
an 
agreement 
been 
reached 
a 
plea for 
the 
defendant 
packers would 
have been 
made, to 
which 
the government would 
have 
filed a demurrer. 
On this demurrer 
the attorneys would have argued be­ 
fore Judge 
Humphrey with 
no testi­ 
mony and without a jury. 
District Attorney Morrison and A t­ 
torney John R. Wilson, the latter act­ 
ing for the defendants, each waited for 
the other to make a move during the 
day toward an agreement, it having 
been arranged that if either had a con­ 
cession to offer he would notify the 
other. 
Neither made 
an 
advance, 
however, 
and the last day 
for con­ 
ference passed without a conference 
being held. 
The first step in the trial will be the 
testimony by Louis C. Kraut boff, for­ 
merly general counsel for Armour & 
Co., who interviewed 
Commissioner 
Garfield. A priI 
19, 1994, concerning 
the independent Investigation. 
As the 
case now stands, the packers will in­ 
troduce 
testimony 
to 
substantiate 
their claim that Mr. Garfield’s Investi­ 
gation clothes the packers 
with im­ 
munity 
from 
subsequent 
criminal 
prosecution, inasmuch as they were 
compelled to produce evidence against 
themselves. 
The 
jury 
will 
deride 
questions of fact which are at variance 
and the court will decide whether un­ 
der the facts as found by the jury tile 
immunity law

from trial under the Immunity law on 
•the indictment.

Imposing 
Military 
Pageant 
in 
New 
Yo^k City. 


New York. Jon. 29.— An Imposing 
m ilitary pageant passing across Brook­ 
lyn bridge, brief services at 8R. Thom­ 
as Episcopal church in Fifth avenue 
and an es* ort across the North river 
ferry to Jersey City, where tin* body 
was flared on a train to he taken to 
Washington for interment in the na­ 
tional cemetery at Arlington, marked 
the funeral in this 
city of Brigadier 
General Joseph Wheeler, cavalry' lead­ 
er of the Confederacy and later one of 
the most prominent figures among the 
generals of the Spapish-Ameriran war. 
The 
body 
of the dead 
leader 
was 
wrapped in the flags under which he 
had served with almost equal vigor 
and distinction— the Stars and Bars of 
the Confederate states and the Stars 
and Stripes. 
Veterans of the South­ 
ern and Northern armies mingled in 
paying tribute 
to General 
W heeler 
with the younger veterans of the Cu­ 
ban and Philippine campaigns of 1898 
and 1899. 
The route 
of the funeral 
cortege was lined with great crowds, 
most of whom stood with bared heads 
as the procession passed. 
The funreal 
took place 
from the 
home of General W heeler’s sister. Mrs. 
Sterling Smith, 
in Brooklyn, 
where 
General W heeler died on Thursday of 
pneumonia. The body was borne from 
the house by eight non-commissioned 
officers of infantry, and placed upon a 
flag draped artillery caisson. 
Squad­ 
ron C and a detail of the Second bat­ 
tery of artillery escorted the body and 
on the Manhattan side of the bridge 
the Seventy-first regiment, New York 
national guard, in full dress uniform, 
was 
drawn 
up. 
The 
Seventy-first, 
commanded by Colonel W . G. Bates, 
served under General W heeler in Cuba 
and was given the post of honer. 
In­ 
fantry from Governors’ 
island also 
joined the procession on this side of 
tho river. 
From Brooklyn bridge the lino of 
march lay a< toss town to Washington 
square and thence 
up Fifth avenue 
from Eighth street to Fifty-third street 
to St. Thomas church. 
A riderless 
horse, with 
boots re­ 
versed in the stirrups and a cavalry 
sword dangling from the saddle, was 
led just behind the caisson. 
The church 
edifice was 
thronged 
and the altar of the church was al­ 
most hidden beneath the floral offer­ 
ings, one among them being a great 
wreath, sent by President Roosevelt. 
The brief services were conducted 
by Rev. Ernest St ires, rector of the 
church, assisted by Rev. Dr. Morgan 
Dix.

Washington, Jan. 
29.— The senate 
w ill begin the week with the consid­ 
eration of the Chinese boycott. 
Tho 
question will come up in connection 
with a resolution offered last week by 
Senator Tillm an directing the commit­ 
tee on immigration to investigate the 
reports concerning Chinese opposition 
to American manufactures. When the 
resolution was presented Mr. Tillman 
asked 
for immediate 
consideration, 
but Mr Aldrich objected. 
It Is under­ 
stood that he and other Republican 
senators dislike the preamble to the 
resolution, which assumes as a fact 
the reported 
leadership 
of former 
Minister W u Ting Fang in the boycott 
movement. 
Mr. Tillm an is disposed 
to insist upon the retention of this 
phraseology. 
If he does not change 
his mind the resolution doubtless will 
lead to a considerable 
airing of the 
Chinese question. 
Senator Gallinger w ill make an ef­ 
fort during the day to secure further 
consideration of the shipping bill and 
it is his purpose to press that measure 
upon tho attention of the senate as 
insistently as the circumstances will 
permit. 
In this policy he w ill be sup­ 
ported. at least for 
the present, by 
many Republican senators. 
It is sus­ 
pected by some of the friends of the 
shipping bill that there is a disposi­ 
tion to keep the measure in its place 
for the purpose 
of holding 
off the 
statehood 
bill, 
but they 
say 
that 
while they are

of the shipping bill 
for the present 
they can displace it whenever so dis­ 
posed with the 
statehood bill. 
The 
antagonists of statehood do not admit 
this, and it looks as if the fight over 
the admission of the proposed two new 
states might be initiated in this way. 
It* is not probable, however, that this 
stage of the contest w ill be reached 
for some time. 
Mr. 
Gallinger 
w ill offer 
further 
amendments to his bill during the day 
The statehood bill w ill be reported 
by Senator Beveridge during the day. 
The committee on territories has given 
no instructions to him as to bringing 
the bill up, hut 
he will press it as 
rapidly as he can without prejudicing 
other party measures. 
The friends of 
the bill expect determined opposition, 
and 
a long 
contest 
is among 
the 
strong 
probabilities. 
The 
principal 
point of controversy Is the union of 
New Mexico and Arizona, and an es­ 
pecial effort will be made to secure 
the 
adoption 
of Senator 
Foraker’s 
amendment giving the people of A ri­ 
zona an opportunity to vote separately 
on the proposition. 
Senator Heyburn has given notice 
of a request during the day for unani­ 
mous consent to fix a time for voting 
on I he pure food bill, but he probably 
will not succeed. 
The indications are that there will 
be very little lf any morn discussion 
of the Moroccan question: but there 
will be 
add!;binal speeches 
on the 
status of affairs 
in Santo Domingo. 
The Isle of Bines treaty will he report­ 
ed early in the 
week. 
Mr. Foraker 
w ill have charge of it and will try to 
secure an early vote. 
There will be 
an effort to amend the treaty so as to 
more fully protect 
the rights of Am ­ 
ericans on the island.

In No Hurry to Take Action Against 
Venezuela. 


Washington, Jan. 
29.— Fbtrapt for 
possible developments in the Franco- 
Venezuelan crisis and possible, though 
unexpected, complications iii the Mo­

with little promise of news events cf 
an unusual character. 
The critical 
point in 
the Franco- 
Venezuelan situation, 
which seemed 
Imminent, has passed for the moment, 
as France has announced that she will 
await “ a propitious time” for taking 
such action against Venezuela as she 
has decided upon. 
It is intimated that 
her desire is to await the conclusion 
of the Algeclras conference before in­ 
volving herself with Venezuela. 
The Moroccan conference promises 
no very definite action, as the graver

ahead. 
Though 
the 
alignment of the 
delegates is more 
marked than a week ago there is still 
a feeling of uncertainty as to the out­ 
come.

The private dis­ 
cussions between 
the French 
and 
German 
delegates have 
created an 
optimistic 
feeling among the 
other 
delegates.

Washington, Jan. 29.— In the house 
the Hepburn 
railroad rate 
bill, en­ 
dorsed alike by Republicans and Dem­ 
ocrats 
of the Interstate and 
foreign 
commerce committee, is to be the leg­ 
islative feature 
of the 
week. 
The 
bill is to be brought In with absolute­ 
ly 
no restrictions as 
to debate 
or 
amendment. 
Its 
consideration 
will 
begin Tuesday, according to the pres­ 
ent plan, and indications are that a 
vote w ill 
hardly be reached 
by the 
end of the week. 
“ W e are to 
give the house 
a new 
sensation," said one of the members 
who has a hand 
in making 
the pro­ 
gramme of legislation. 
“ It is seldom 
that the house can 
indulge itself in 
unrestricted talk and unhampered op­ 
portunity for amendment on any given 
subject of legislation. 
On the rail­ 
road rate bill, with 
a unanimous re­ 
port from committee, this is for once 
to be changed.

amounted to $28,800,000, of which $11,- 
800,000 represented imports and $17,- 
000,000 
exports. 
These figures

somewhat lower than the figures for 
the preceding 
year, when the

trade figures were in excess of $31,- 
300,000. 
The shrinkage is due large­ 
ly to the war and tho unsettled condi­ 
tion of the country.

maximum.” 
Questioned as to his plans for early 
municipal ownership, Mayor Dunne re 
plied: 
“ Circumstances w ill 
largely settle 
that question. 
If we win at the polls, 
we w ill ask the companies for a value 
tion c>f ih< lr properties. 
W e will de­ 
mand a quick reply, and lf we get It 
w** can proceed at once toward taking 
over their lines 
If we are given no 
satisfaction we will have to contract 
for a system. 
W e could throw a large* 
force of men into the work and under 
a competent contractor, whose plans 
had been agreed upon by the city, the 
system could bf* started.” 
The mayor said that he would have 
no further plans to offer for the fur­ 
thering of municipal ownership until 
after the April election.

“ You, my old comrades, well 
remem­ 
ber the scenes of forty five years ago, 
when the booming of treason's cannon 
rolled up from Charleston's harbor! You 
will 
recall the ‘D rum beat of the na 
tion:’ the wildVxeitement in town, ham­ 
let, village and city; the rushing to arms 
of fathers, sons, husbands and brothers: 
the enthusiastic cheering of the multi­ 
tude: the stirring mu-ic of the drum 
and life, and a chorus of twenty millions 
of voices singing ‘The Union 
it Must 
and Shall be Preserved.’ 
“ Such an uprising of a liberty loving 
people; such an enthusiastic response of 
the call to arms: such a spontaneous 
outburst of patriotism, the world has 
never witnessed.
